riddle. Local Government attitude to | 
the issue has never been clearly { 
defined, and has largely been prompt. 


ed by the’ dictates of well meaning, | 


but possibly. misguided people far 
removed from the scene. Lauy Astor 
was one of the principal proponents 
for the’ abolition of the licensed 


! houses in Hongkong, while an even 


more important intiuence was the 
recommendations by the Leugue of 
Nations for the suppression of white 
slave traftic and tne mut tsal system 
in the. Far Eust generally, and Hong-

Hongkong's prostitution, problem is 
a yellow slave trafic, created not so 
much by an organisation = living 
richly off the earnings -of duped 
kirls, but causcd, by cconomic cir- 
cumstances and the intractable law'ot 
supply and demand.

u living. The futillty of condemning 
the social evil out of hand as being 
immoral, and leaving It at that, has 
veen nmply demonstrated in Hong- 
kong.
